Mounted in Area 
For Mystery Man 


Lawmen from a three-county area 


continued to search Wednesday for a 
mysterious man who has broken into a 
number of homes while avoiding arrest. 


No explanations have been made as to

CEDAR CREEK LAKE—A telephone 


book may not be too accurate a yard- 
stick with which to measure the growth 
of an area, but the current one for this 
booming recreation area does provide 
some hint of the differences a year has 
wrought. 


Last year's edition, for instance, has 


88 pages of listings for residents of such 
lakeside cities as Mabank, Payne 
Springs, Tool, Seven Points and 
Malakoff. The current edition has grown 
by 12 pages, an average of 74 names a 
page or a total of 888 residents. 


-The classified directory has grown to 


85 pages of listings, an increase of nine 
over the 1971 book. 
Plumbers and 


beauty shops lead the list along with, 
automobile dealers for the most space. 


"This area is just beginning to take 


off," a Malakoff Chamber of Commerce 
member commented earlier this week. 
"There were some years of slow, steady 
growth, but the past 12 months have seen 
a real surge. 
That telephone book 


almost reads like a census chart." 


Dallasites are leaving the city almost 


daily and re-locating in homes along and 
near the lake. Highway 175 links the 
maior arteries of the lake with Dallas,

other area of the store. Also, while 
stealing cigarettes by the carton, the 
burglars did leave a few packs of each 
brand in the display area. 


Bonner reported this is not the first 


time he has been burglarized but that it 
will be one of the last times. He says it's 
hard enough maintaining a good attitude 
toward business 'with just the minor 
everyday 
annoyances, and that 


something like this robbery makes him 
think of retirement that much more.

A report by a state Office of Economic 


Opportunity official on problems bet- 
ween the Navarro County Com- 
missioners Court and the Navarro 
County Action Committee has recom- 
mended that differences between the 
two can be resolved "if the two groups or 
their representatives get together and 
discuss these matters," 


Texas OEO Director George P. Taylor 


suggested the joint meeting in letters to 
the County Judge, to NCAC Board 
Chairman William J. McKie, and to 
NCAC Director Jerome Vacek, each 
dated March 30. 


The comments by the state OEO 


director, suggesting that a meeting be 
held between the two groups, were based 
on a report by Charles W. Doremus, 
head of the technical assistance section 
with the state OEO office. Doremus 


iI 


visited NCAC and reviewed eligibility 
documents March 13. 


Doremus listed results of his in- 


vestigation, saying he had reviewed the 
composition of the NCAC board of 
directors and noted that there were 
several vacancies on the board at this 
time because some organizations have 
not responded by naming represen- 
tatives. 


"Of the 51 representatives, 
43 


vacancies were filled," Doremus said in 
the report. 


He said he also reviewed the board 


attendance records to determine the 
amount of participation by its mem- 
bership, and other records dating from 
the original March 31, 1966, agreement 
by the Commissioners Court to sponsor 
the Community Action Agency, up to the 
date an article appeared in The Daily 
Sun concerning a MDTA (Manpower 
Development Training Act) follow-up 


study. His report said the article "which 
appeared in the newspaper with the 
erroneous headline giving credit to 
NCAC was called to the attention of the 
newspaper by Mr. Vacek and the paper 
modified it." 


Doremus's report also told of his 


studies of correspondence with city and 
county officials concerning the naming 
of representatives to the board. 


Doremus reported that he told McKie 


and Vacek that new policy statements 
from OEO encourage greater in- 
volvement by public officials in the 
Community Action process. 


"Under the OEO guidelines, the 


Commissioners Court, by following the 
OEO Instruction, may determine the 
means of designating the represen- 
tatives of the public officials to the 
board. Mr. McKie indicated there would 
be no difficulty in giving this respon- 
sibility to the Commissioners Court if

this is what they want," Doremus said. 


He added that he also secured a copy 


of 
the 
Personnel 
Policies 
and 


Procedures of NCAC along with a copy 
of various forms used in the daily ad- 
ministration of the program. He said 
that in discussion about technical 
assistance needs, Vacek indicated he 
had an immediate need for a wage 
comparability study, and requested that 
"either Mr. Hadi Mahrous or Mr. Bob 
Wilson" be assigned to assist him. Also 
.discussed was the possibility of board 
training. 


Doremus said he secured a copy of the 


current by-laws and indicated to Vacek 
there will probably have to be 
modifications of the by-laws depending 
on the outcome requested involvement 
by the Commissioners Court. 


"Finally, I reviewed the press clip- 


pings showing the publicity develop- 
ments which led up to the strained 


to Diff 


relationship between NCAC and the 
Commissioners Court/1 Doremus' 
report said. . 


According to Doremus, the NCAC 


president and executive director are 
now willing to meet with the County 
Commissioners Court to discuss the 
procedure of transferring authority back 
to the Commissioners Court which was 
overlooked before. He said when the 
board was first being organized here, 
NCAC notified every other political 
subdivision within the area to be served 
by the agency and allowed the necessary 
time, for it to respond. From there, it 
appears that NCAC's interpretation in 
complying with the Economic Op- 
portunity Act resulted in their con- 
tacting again 
the various political 


subdivisions which wished to be included 
for representation on the NCAC board, 
"thus overlooking the fact that the 
County Commissioners were authorized 


charged with trespassing. He reported 
that at this point all but about 50 of the 
protesters returned to school. 


There was a march of sorts as those 


students evicted from campus following 
the passing of the 10-minute deadline 
marched in front of the school and then 
turned and headed toward the black 
section of town, where they dispersed. 


In issuing his ultimatum, Watson told 


the students that the only way they could 
return to school would be with their 
parents. As result of this, the morning 
hours were filled with parents bringing 
their children back to school.

Watson 
says although the students are 
excited about the walkout, he 
thinks that dismissal of class 
would only be a concession.

has 
tried 
to 


discourage this. He indicates 
there is nothing they can do to 
prevent it, although the students 
will be given unexcused ab- 
sences. 


Watson emphasized that the 


administrators, principals and 
teachers will continue to run the 
Ennis school system and that 
they will not submit to "mob" 
pressures. 
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to designate representatives to the 
NCAC board in accordance with OEO 
guidelines." 


The investigation also included 


discussion about participation by the two 
County Commissioners who represent 
the Commissioners Court on the NCAC 
board. Doremus said Vacek told him the 
two men were i(very active on the board 
up to July, 1971. At this time, the Civil 
Rights matter at the housing project in 
Kerens developed openly and received a 
great deal of local publicity. Since that 
date, there have been statements and 
counter statements made by each group, 
which, in turn, has not enhanced the 
relationship between NCAC and the 
Commissioners Court,"

Q. I will be 65 in June of this year and will sign up for both 


parts of Medicare. How much will it cost? 


A. Your premium for June will be $5.60. Due to the in- 


creased cost of medical services, your share of the monthly 
premium will be raised to $5.80 effective July 1st. The federal 
government matches your payment with an equal amount. 


Q. I found some old doctor bills for services I received in 


November and December of 1970. Is it too late to submit them 
for Medicare payment? 


A. Payment for services received from October 1, 1970 


through September 30,1971 may be claimed until December 
31, 1972. 


Q. I have a daughter who has been severely retarded since 


birth. I expect to apply for my retirement benefits next 
month. Is it possible for my daughter to also receive benefits 
on my account? 


A. Yes, an application should be filed on her behalf as soon 


as your application is filed. These payments may continue as 
long as the child is disabled provided you are eligible for 
retirement benefits. In the event of your death, she may be 
entitled to survivors benefits.
